The  owner  of  the  "Writer"  will  first  select  an  original 
title  or  choose  one  of  the  following  list:

The  School  Teacher,       A  Sleigh  Hide,  A  Romance, 

A  Drummer's  Yarn,       A  Queer  Case,  Stage  Struck, 

A  Dude's  Courtship,      General  Advice,         A  Farce.

hey  are  conducted  as  follows:— Place  tables  end  to  end  if 
convenient,  and  let  the  party  sit  around  as  though  dining, 
ladies  and  gentlemen  alternately.  Sometimes  the  host  or 
hostess  furnish  "Writers"  and  pencils  for  the  entire  party, 
sometimes  the  guests  furnish  their  own,  but  in  either  case, 
when  all  is  ready,  let  the  host  or  hostess  (who  should  be  gene- 
ral mana?er  of  the  evening)  tell  them  to  write  their  names  on 
the  "Writer''  if  not  already  on,  and  select  a  title,  and  write 
the  first  couplet  of  the  poem  fo  be.  Then  the  manager  after 
knowing  all  have  written  will  tell  them  to  pass  the  "Writer" 
to  the  first  person  on  the  right,  who  will  write  the  next  coup- 
let, and  so  continue  to  pass  and  write  until  the  limit  is  reached. 

The  ending  line  should  be  decided  and  announced  before 
starting,  so  as  the  poem  approaches  the  limit  each  person  can 
try  to  make  it  end  as  appropriately  as  possible. 

The  "Writer"  should  not  be  shown  any  more  than  neces- 
sary until  the  poem  is  finished.  When  all  are  through  with 
the  last  couplet  let  them  be  passed  once  more,  and  the  hol- 
ders will  read  what  they  have. 

If  prizes  are  given,  three  judges  must  be  appointed,  and 
the  owners  of  the  "Writers"  containing  the  best  poems  will 
receive  the  prizes,  not  the  one  who  reads  them. 

If  the  party  should  be  scattered  around  on  account  of 
limited  room,  let  them  number  themselves,  and  then  pass  the 
"Writer"  to  the  person  of  the  next  higher  number,  as  No.  1 
to  No.  2,  No.  2  to  No.  3,  &c.  The  highest  number  will  pass  to 
No.  1. 

If  there  are  a  limited  number  of  persons,  let  them  num- 
ber as  above,  and  then  let  the  odd  number  pass  to  the  next 
higher  odd  numbers  and  the  even  to  the  next  higher  even 
numbers. 

In  this  way  there  will  be  one  half  of  the  "Writers"  that 
one  half  of  the  party  will  not  see  before  they  are  read,  thus 
making  it  new  to  them.

After  writing,  place 
your  name,  date,  &c.  in  the  blank  space  corresponding  in 
t     number  with  the  couplet  written. 

The  writer  should  be  careful,  as  the  poem  approaches  the 
limit  given  to  have  it  end  as  well  and  appropriately  as  possible. 


Persons  having  a  poem  written  that  makes  good  sense 
from  beginning  to  end,  are  requested  to  send  a  copy  of  it  to 
t  the  publishers.
